Jean Levasseur said when 
the Town did this previously 
they had access to a landfill so 
costs were minimal. Now that

rocket. 

Council decided that they 
could not afford to offer such a 
day to Didsburians but admin¬ 
istration is working on a pro¬ 
posal that would allow people 
to get rid of excess garbage for 
a set fee. 

Councillor Gary Dolha was 
quick to point out that a day 
to get rid of excess garbage 
wouldn’t be free for tax payers 
because the cost of such a pro¬ 
gram would come from col¬ 
lected property taxes anyways. 


Town residents 
produce more 
garbage than 
neighbors

Didsburians create more 
waste per household than other 
surrounding municipalities ac¬ 


cording to recent tipping fee 
bills received by local Towns. 

Didsburians, on average, are 
producing 66 kilograms of gar¬ 
bage per household per month 
which is much higher than the 
amount of other local munici¬ 
palities. 

Sundre residents are produc¬ 
ing just over 40 kilograms per 
month and Carstairs generates 
38.7 kilograms per household. 
An accurate number for Olds 
could not be determined because 


commercial waste is collected 
with residential waste. 

Not only is garbage way up 
for Didsburians but recycling 
has gone way down. Didsbury 
is less recylables since the Li¬ 
on’s centre shut down. 

"We are the highest grossing 
waste producer in the whole 
area and we have to start curb¬ 
ing some of these costs,” said 
Town CAO Evan Parliament. 

Councillors were shocked 
when they heard about the 


numbers. Councillor Clem 
Kuelker wondered if old census 
numbers were being used for 
the calculations. Operational 
Services Manager Jean 
Lavesseur said the number 
came from the number of ac¬ 
counts in the Town of Didsbury. 

Last month 90,000 kilo¬ 
grams of waste left Didsbury 
and went through the Olds 
transfer station. There has 
been two other 90,000 kilo¬ 
gram-plus months this year.

By-law changed to deal with 
unpaid condo accounts 


Town expects to 
lose $22,276.44 
because of unpaid 
water bills

Didsbury Town Council 
amended its water and sewer 
by-law because it could not 
shut the water off when they 
faced unpaid accounts from 
condo owners. 

Planning and Development 
Officer Robert Wigg has re¬ 
ported that when properties 


are condominiumized, they 
must form a condominium as¬ 
sociation and the association 
is responsible for the payment 
of the water accounts. 

The owner of the condo 
pays his fee to the association 
and if accounts are not paid, 
it is the condominium asso¬ 
ciation that the Town would 
deal with. 

At last week's regular 
council meeting Council ap¬ 
proved adding a provision 
under the heading of Rates 
and Fees "in the case of an 
owner tenant agreement, the 
water and sewer account will 
only be opened in the tenant's 
name if shut-off of water sup¬ 
ply is possible for non-pay¬ 


ment. Where shut off valves 
are not present, the account 
must be in the registered 
name of the owner of the 
property." 

The move was based on ad¬ 
vice given to the Town 
through casual legal advice. 

The Town of Didsbury ex¬ 
pects it will be unable to col¬ 
lect $22,276.44 of $56,282.99 
in current local outstanding 
condominium water ac¬ 
counts. 

The item was tabled at the 
May 1 Corporate Services 
Committee meeting where ad¬ 
ministration was directed to 
obtain further information 
regarding water accounts for 
condominiums. 


Town Councillors receive good 
news about landfill closure

Didsbury Town Councillors 
received good news from 
Tanish Engineering report re¬ 
garding the closure plan of 
the Didsbury Class IT landfill. 

Higher levels of clay con¬ 
tent were found in the drill¬ 
ing of nine test holes on the 
site, which could mean that 
capping the site could be 
easier than previously 
thought. 

Robert Perrault of Tanish 
Engineering told Town Coun¬ 
cil that the clay content of the 
cover material was so good 
they would like to take in-situ 
samples for permeability test¬ 
ing. 

Pending the results of these 
tests, the closed cells may be 
adequately sealed and require 
only surface grading to accom¬ 
modate the drainage require¬ 
ments. 

Before the landfill can offi¬ 
cially be closed the landfill 
material must be covered and 
meet requirements as set by 
Alberta Environment. One of 
the requirements is to have a 
permeability cap on the land 
fill which can be made with 
clay or a plastic liner. 

The report concluded that 
further investigation of the 
quality of the existing cover 
of the closed cells will provide 
the potential of significant 
dollar saving to the Town of 
Didsbury. 

Council was concerned ear¬ 


lier this year when initial in¬ 
dications had the landfill clo¬ 
sure priced significantly 
higher than they thought the 
number would come in at. 

To meet Alberta Environ¬ 
ment standards Class II 
landfills need a barrier level 
of 0.6 metres of earthen mate¬ 
rial or an approved alternate, 
0.35 metre of subsoil for pas¬ 
ture or recreational use and 
0.2 metres of top soil. 

Surface slopes need to be at 
least a grade of three percent 


and no more than 30 per cent. 

Other items completed in 
the report include a detailed 
topography survey, historical 
air photos of the site and pos¬ 
sible layouts of the new class 
III site. 

Cost estimate have been 
started that consider three 
options as detailed in the en¬ 
gineering proposal and con¬ 
tact has been established the 
Alberta Environment's office 
and a reporting structure has 
been set.

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Province will be 
brought in to 
assess airport

Mountain View County and the Town of Didsbury have 
agreed to bring the provincial government in to help assess 
the value of the Olds/Didsbury Airport which has been put up 
for sale. 

Talks about the County buying the property, which is jointly 
owned by the Towns of Didsbury and Olds, have been on-go¬ 
ing. 

A representative from the province, likely Alberta Infra¬ 
structure will make an assessment of the runways and build¬ 
ings on the property to help further the sale along. 

"The County has some concerns about the life expectancy 
of the runways," said CAO Evan Parliament. 

The Town of Didsbury agreed to put the airport up for sale 
at their regular May 29 meeting. A motion was passed to de¬ 
termine the fair market value of the property and offer it at 
that price. 

It was reiterated again at the July 10 council meeting that 
the Town is seeking fair-market value for the facility. 

"We have made it very clear to them that we are seeking 
fair-market value and nothing less," said Parliament. 

Added Councillor Gary Dolha, "There is no doubt at all that 
this Council is in favour of fair market value and not some 
price that was mentioned years ago.” 

If no sale is reached on the airport, an agreement between 
the three municipalities would be reached that would see each 
municipality responsible for a certain portion. 

Parliament said however that in talking with the other par¬ 
ties all those involved believe the County should be the owner 
of the facility. Currently the airport is subsidized and Parlia¬ 
ment said the County would have to continue to subsidize the 
airport if they purchased the property. At the June 5 meeting 
he said with expansion a municipality could "build up a nice 
little capital account". 
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Land used for agriculture is being threatened by urban influences, say concerned individuals. 
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Urban sprawl threatens agriculture say experts

The Alberta advantage draws people 
to this beautiful province - a good thing 
for business and real estate, but talk to 
any farmer on the Highway 2 corridor, 
between Calgary and Edmonton, and 
they will tell you the Alberta Advantage 
is squeezing them out. 

Competition for land on the Highway 
2 corridor is driving the market price 
beyond what agricultural production 
practices can typically afford, says 
Candace Vanin, Regional Land Use 
Analyst. 

She says producers who are not serv¬ 
icing debt are managing to seek out a 
living on the land but those who aren’t 
so lucky are finding the temptation to 
sell out to developers too big to Fight. 

Land owners and farmers looking at 
short term gains are subdividing and 
selling out to developers, and who can 
blame them, says Vanin. The economic 
reality is they can’t afford not to. 

“This is a problem not just for the 
agriculture industry: It affects everyone 
who eats - and the sooner we all realize 
this the better our future will be,” says 
Vanin. 

“What is eating us is the pressure of 
development and competition for land. 
People need to realize we have to work 
together to find solutions and appreci¬ 
ate where the food on our plate comes 
from.” 

Many of the Alberta Advantage ad¬ 
vocates will tell you of an immense land 
base in Alberta, enough for everyone. 

Vanin disagrees. Alberta has 168 mil¬ 
lion acres of total area, 52 million acres 
suitable for farm land - of that only 22 
million acres are higher capability land 
suitable for annual crop production. 
Vanin says when you look at develop¬ 
ment pressures in Alberta and correlate 
that to the soil zones, where the climate 
and soil is favorable, everything coin¬ 
cides with the Highway 2 corridor. 

“Seventy-two per cent of Alberta s 
population lives on the Highway 2 cor¬ 
ridor, an area with soil capabilities that 
are the best in Western Canada. This 
alone should tell you of huge develop¬ 
ment versus production conflicts,’ said 


Vanin. 

The development industry is market 
driven and changes that will occur must 
come through education says Cliff 
Kelsey, development manager for First 
National Properties Ltd., a member of 
the Urban Development Institute (UDI). 

UDI is comprised of developers and 
companies who work in the development 
industry. 

“This is a market driven industry and 
Albertans still have the perception there 
are endless supplies of land, so why 
would we want higher population den¬ 
sities?” said Kelsey. “The single family 
home dwellers want single family homes 
on large pieces of property.” 

Kelsey represented UDI at a Land 
Use Summit held in Edmonton, this past 
January. He agrees there are issues de¬ 
velopers need to be aware of but the 
education of the general public is where 
the challenges lay. 

“Education could be the opportunity 
where the development industry could 
cooperate with agriculture industry. 

“We need to teach the public they 
can’t demand huge spots for housing 
and teach municipalities they can’t de¬ 
mand large municipal reserve sites and 
be able to maintain land for agricul¬ 
ture,” says Kelsey. 

He said although country residential 
development does eat up a lot of land 
and is not the most efficient use of land 
in terms of population density, it is not 
a large share of the greater market. 

The biggest threat, in his opinion, is 
suburban fringe development on the 
growth edges of the city. 

“I think objectives of land-use core 
action teams are similar to that of the 
developer’s,” says Kelsey. 

He believes primary movements, in 
terms of saving farmland, should be 
smart growth initiatives and those fun¬ 
damentals must include higher densi¬ 
ties, different design standards and a 
more efficient use of developed land. 

The highest development pressures 
are on the M.D. of Rocky View and 
Strathcona, followed closely by every 
other county on the Highway 2 corri¬ 
dor. 

Harvey Buckley, a rancher in the 


Cochrane area and chairman of Action 
for Agriculture, has been speaking to 
subdivision developers, informing them 
of the threat country-living acreages 
have to agriculture. 

“Pressure on agriculture is coming 
from urbanization. The amount of farm¬ 
land being threatened and being 
changed over to other uses will blow 
your mind,” says Buckley. 

Over the last 15 years Alberta has 
lost 50,000 to 60,000 acres per year of 
farmland. 

He compares Alberta’s situation to 
our southern neighbours. 

“In the States, 10 years ago, they 
were losing 1.5 million acres per year, 
now they are losing 3 million. In one 
decade the problem has doubled and if 
you don’t think that will happen here, 
you better think again,” warns Buckley. 

“Land is a resource not a commod¬ 
ity like some developers think. Believe 
it or not, some people still want to farm 
and for them farming is a way of life.” 

But the cost of that way of life is get¬ 
ting more expensive. 

Albertans need to look to Europe to 
see what the future holds for them if 
business and agriculture trends don’t 
change. 

Jan Molendyk, a fourth generation 
dairy farmer, emigrated to Alberta from 
Holland, three years ago. 

Molendyk watched acreages spring 
up throughout the country in Holland; 
he has seen cities annex land from agri¬ 
cultural producers until eventually there 
was none left to farm. 

As a child, Molendyk remembers his 
homeland resembling Alberta’s present 
situation. Now he says there is no fu¬ 
ture for agriculture in Holland and if 
Alberta doesn’t plan for the future care¬ 
fully, they will end up the same way. 

He explained that country living be¬ 
came affordable only for the elite and 
industry, desperate for land along Hol¬ 
land’s highway corridors, drove prices 
up further. "What I saw happening was 
people were buying acreages for as high 
as $1 million. Farm land, not yet an¬ 
nexed by the cities’ urban sprawl, be¬ 
came too restricted by government, 
eventually Molendyk and many other 


producers were squeezed out. 

“This didn’t stop because govern¬ 
ment needs the revenue and people need 
jobs in these industries. Farmers were 
so restricted they couldn’t operate.” 

He referred to an interview with a 
farmer published in a Dutch newspaper, 
earlier this spring. 

"The farmer said, ‘the only freedom 
I have as a farmer is what time I get up 
and what time I go to bed, everything 
else is designated by the government.’ 

“The way I remember the land when 
I was growing up is the same life people 
have here, now.” 

Molendyk stresses he has nothing 
against acreage owners; however, he 
said developers and municipal planners 
need to restrict subdivisions and 
acreages to land not suitable for farm¬ 
ing operations. 

Buckley agrees. He advocates in¬ 
formed decision making on behalf of de¬ 
velopers and producers. 

Raising the conscious level of the gen¬ 
eral public and making sense of urban 
sprawl will go a long way towards sup¬ 
porting the land that supports us all. 

*Don’t have cluster subdivisions. 

*Don’t split up quarter sections. In¬ 
stead of fragmenting farmland develop 
subdivisions together on one corner of 
the property, on land not suitable for 
agriculture. 

* Increase awareness and think long 
term not short term. 

* Support Right-to-Farm legislation 
and encourage your government repre¬ 
sentatives to develop incentive programs 
that encourage agriculture operations 
to continue doing business. 

“I have always maintained - I am not 
afraid of the decision of the informed 
individual,” says Buckley. 

“Soil is endangered, people can no 
longer think of it as a renewable re¬ 
source. Think conservation, ask your¬ 
self if you are jeopardizing a farming 
operation. Know that land is a resource 
and the agriculture industry is worth 
protecting. 

“We have more Alberta Advantage 
than we can handle.”

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Reforms needed for farming

The past several years have 
been particularly hard on farm¬ 
ers and small communities in 
my area. In the last year, I 
know of several farmers who 
have sold their farms and have 
moved away because they 
couldn’t make a living farming. 
In Hardisty, several businesses 
have closed their doors 
since spring. As recently as the 
past several weeks, I also know 
of several ranchers who have 
sold their entire cattle herd be¬ 
cause of a lack of available feed 
and water. 

In fact, I would say that no 
greater risk exists for agricul¬ 
tural producers and townspeo¬ 
ple in my area today than the 
present drought and poor com¬ 
modity prices. 

Unfortunately, it’s easy for 
“city folk” to overlook the 
plight of their rural cousins. 
Alberta’s economy grew by 
4.5% in 2001, which is the fast¬ 
est rate of growth in Canada. 
This is despite the fact that the 
number of farms in Alberta has 
declined by nine per cent (9%) 
in the past five years (accord¬ 
ing to the 2001 federal Census 
of Agriculture). Since 1997, 
the prices Alberta farmers re¬ 
ceived for their products de¬ 
clined by seven per cent (7%) 
while prices they paid for ex¬ 
penses, such as fertilizer and 
fuel, increased by almost twelve 
per cent (12%). 

In 2000, in Alberta the aver¬ 
age ratio of operating expenses 
to gross farm receipts was 
0.90:1. In other words, 90 cents 


of operating expenses were 
spent for every dollar received 
in gross farm receipts. Farm¬ 
ers, squeezed by increasing 
costs and declining value of 
many of the products they sold, 
had to increase farm productiv¬ 
ity to keep the ratio of receipts- 
to-expenses favourable. As a 
result, farms have gotten big¬ 
ger and more efficient. In 2001, 
farms with gross receipts of 
more than $250,000 made up 
thirteen per cent (13%) of all 
farms in Alberta and accounted 
for seventy-three (73%) of 
the total provincial gross farm 
receipts reported the year be¬ 
fore. Simply put, if farmers and 
their farms are to survive 
they’ve had to get bigger. 

The smaller the farm the 
worse off it is financially. 
Alberta’s smallest farms, on 
average, spent $1.80 on oper¬ 
ating expenses for every dollar 
they received in gross farm re¬ 
ceipts (according to Stats 
Canada). You don’t have to be 
an accountant to figure out 
that this doesn’t make good 
sense - financial or otherwise! 

What’s allowed most farm¬ 
ers to survive is their equity. 
Some dipped into their retire¬ 
ment savings to get by when 
times were bad. Some sold off 
land or cattle. I personally 
know of several farmers who 
have told their children not to 
farm given the present situa¬ 
tion. “Why burden yourself 
with the debt and hassle - you 
can have a better life living and 
working in the city,” they’ve 
told their sons and daughters. 
For many farmers their equity 


is now gone and it’s only a 
matter of time before the bank 
refuses to extend their operat¬ 
ing line and/or calls their 
loan(s) because they can’t 
make their payments. Time has 
run out for many of them. 

Now some people will say, 
“who cares!” After all, while 
there’s fewer farms today the 
total amount of land being 
seeded and cattle being pro¬ 
duced in Alberta is still way up. 
And it’s growing! Since 1996, 
Alberta’s total agricultural land 
base has increased by 0.2% to 
52.1 million acres. Last 
year, 6.6 million head of cattle 
were raised in the province - 
that’s up 11.3% from 1996. The 
problem is that you can’t raise 
a crop on Edmonton’s Jasper 
Avenue or run cattle in 
Calgary’s Bowness Park. Some¬ 
one is going to have to live in 
the country to run the machin¬ 
ery and look after the cows! 
And let’s not forget that agri¬ 
culture is an important sector 
of both Alberta’s and Canada's 
economy. 

Not only is agriculture the 
country’s third largest indus¬ 
try, but one in seven Canadi¬ 
ans are employed in agriculture 
or agriculturally-related indus¬ 
tries. Alberta has 31% of all 
agricultural land in Canada - 
second only to Saskatchewan. 
And Alberta also accounts for 
43% of the total cattle and calf 
inventory in Canada. $8.3 bil¬ 
lion was generated by Alberta’s 
meat and grain industries in 
2001 .

Experience 
has taught me that farmers and 
ranchers don’t want a handout 

- they just want to make a rea¬ 
sonable return on their invest¬ 
ment and labour. While much 
of the responsibility for agricul¬ 
ture lies with Ottawa (when it 
comes to government); espe¬ 
cially in the areas of 
international trade and farm 
subsidies (see my editorial of 
June 27th), I believe our pro¬ 
vincial government can do 
more to give agricultural pro¬ 
ducers a “hand up" not a hand 
out. For example. I believe that 
crop insurance should be based 
on a farmer’s cost of produc¬ 
tion - not what his crop is 
worth given current commod¬ 
ity prices. And the provincial 
government could do more for 
younger farmers who are just 
starting out. Some of this is as 
simple as better expanding 
existing government programs, 
like the Beginning Farmer Pro¬ 
gram which provides low inter¬ 
est, long-term loans for pur¬ 
chasing land, breeding stock 
and/or machinery - without a 
farmer having to put up as 
much equity for security as 
they would through a conven¬ 
tional loan with a bank. 

In my opinion, Alberta 
should also look at creating a 
provincial farm bond program 

- which would be like an RRSP 
Such a bond would provide 
lending capital to farmers and 
agri-business in this province. 
Instead of Albertans investing 
in mutual funds, which largely 
end up benefiting places like 
Toronto - by helping eastern 
big business, we could be help¬ 
ing to develop our rural com¬ 
munities here at home. Such a 
program has been developed in 


Saskatchewan. 

And we also need to encour¬ 
age more domestic and foreign 
investment in rural Alberta. 
There is no way that agricul¬ 
ture in Alberta can save itself. 

Improving the economic cli¬ 
mate in our rural areas is go¬ 
ing to require investment and 
input from non-traditional 
sources, be it foreign companies 
wanting to farm or do business 
here, or through new govern¬ 
ment initiatives. Rural 
Albertans can’t totally rely on 
the kindness of strangers 
though! Yes, we have to be able 
to help ourselves; but more 
importantly - as a province we 
need to get out in the world and 
better promote the “Alberta 
Advantage.” 

I’m always amazed when 
city folk tell me, “why should I 
care about small towns and 
farmers!” My response to them 
is always the same; and it’s very 
simple, “you eat food don’t 
you!” 

Although rural Alberta now 
faces great adversity I am opti¬ 
mistic about the future. I am 
reminded that in the Chinese 
language the word for “crisis” 
combines two characters; “dan¬ 
ger” and “opportunity.” By de¬ 


veloping new ideas and strate¬ 
gies, and by working together, 
I am confident that new 
opportunities will present them¬ 
selves; and that as a province 
we can take advantage of these 
and prosper. We can stop the 
decline of our rural economy 
and way of life!

Town will purchase roll-out 
carts for residential garbage 


New system 
expected to save 
Town money

Roll-out carts will be imple¬ 
mented in the Town of Dids- 
bury after a close vote by 
Town Councillors at the July 
10 meeting. 

To help bring the costs of 
collecting and disposing of 
garbage in line Councillors 
have opted to purchase 1,344 
waste carts and that the carts 
be implemented on September 
2 , 2002 . 

The price of the carts are 
$58 per cart for a total cost 
$77,952. 

Town administration be¬ 
lieves with the carts the costs 
of collecting garbage could be 
reduced so that the purchas¬ 
ing costs could be covered in 
two years. 

First, the Town will save 
money through the collection 
costs as set by the waste com¬ 


mission. The cost of manually 
collecting the bags is set at $5 
per household per month. Col¬ 
lecting with the roll-out carts 
is $4.25 per month. 

It is also expected that with 
the cart system less waste will 
be picked up which would de¬ 
crease tipping fees. Currently 
the Town pays $5,661 per 
month or $4.21 per person. It 
is expected with the roll-out 
carts the prices would fall to 
$3,360 per month or $2.32 per 
resident. 

Most Councillors were in 
favour of the implementation 
of the roll-out carts but some 
had concerns about the up 
front costs of the carts and 
how that would be handled. 

No decision was made by 
Council regarding covering 
the up front costs of the carts, 
although the Town has ap¬ 
plied for a grant to cover the 
costs of roll-out carts. 

Councillor Gary Dolha 
wondered if roll-out carts 
would help curb the amount 
of garbage created by 
Didsburians. It was revealed 
at the meeting that 
Didsburians create more 


weight in garbage than other 
surrounding municipalities. 

"I think its what people are 
putting in them," said Dolha. 

The agenda at the Town 
meeting does make it clear, 
however, that the purchase is 
not dependant on the grant. 

CAO Evan Parliament said 
the Town had to take action 
to help bring garbage costs in 
line. He said it was estimated 
the Town was covering a 
$1,200 difference every 
month. 

"We are losing money," he 
said, adding that the fee 
charged for garbage was not 
covering the entire cost. 

He said other than the roll¬ 
out carts the only other alter¬ 
native he saw was to up fees - 
something he was not pre¬ 
pared to do. 

The Towns of Olds and 
Sundre have already gone to 
the roll-out cart system. 

Town administration didn't 
want to raise the $11.25 user 
fee per month and Parliament 
said that thought was at the 
forefront when coming up 
with the plan to implement 
the carts.

Stop signs to be removed

The stop signs that grace the middle of one of Didsbury's 
busiest intersections will be removed. 

After a stop sign was hit by a vehicle breaking the concrete 
stand that supports it, Town Council has decided to remove 
the signs from the intersection of 20th street an 19th Ave. 

The signs have been hit numerous times by vehicles and 
the cost to replace the concrete base is about $300. 

Town employees will carefully monitor the street now when 
the signs are gone to make sure there are no unexpected prob¬ 
lems. Councillor Gary Dolha said removing the signs made 
him nervous and that a pedestrian accident after the signs 
were removed could spell trouble. 

Councillor Judy Kaupp said she was hit by a vehicle with 
the sign in the middle of the road and that people were bound 
to get hit in the future. Dolha questioned how many more 
people would have been hit if not for the signs. 

The main reason for the signs in the middle of the road 
was to alleviate the problem of angle parking that can block 
the signs at the sides of the roads. Councillors said that some 
larger vehicles have blocked the view of those signs in the 
past. The stop signs on the side of the intersection have al¬ 
ready been raised a foot to make them more visible. 

The idea of suspending a flashing red light over the inter¬ 
section was also raised and a cost will be investigated by Town 
administration.

One 
building was erected in 1928 while the 
other is a relatively new model (1976). 

At one point in time their were 
1759 eleavators in Alberta but that 
number has dwindled to about 40. 
Olds lost one of its elevators about a 
month ago. 

While elevators have been coming 
down at a quick rate, there has been 
some success in saving some of the 
old buildings. High River saved one 
of theirs and adapted it to the cur¬ 
rent community's need. The inside of 
the structures was turned into a 
climbing facility with a tea room with 
a view of the west put in the top. 

Supporters of the project in High 
River bought $500 bonds to save the

Carstairs residents are fighting to 
keep a piece of their community his¬ 
tory among them. 

With the news that Carstairs’ last 
grain elevator would fall to the 
ground, a movement among local peo¬ 
ple started and there is at least hope 
now that the building could be saved. 

"It's a symbol of small-town Al¬ 
berta," said Gwen Day, who has 
spearheaded the movement.

pets in the house. Do not hot or cold instead of 
set you water heater tern- warm, with an efficient 
perature too high, about washing machine and 
55°C is sufficient. You modern detergents, may 
might think of replacing give you good results. Try 
the old water heating ap¬ 
pliance, which keeps a 
tankful of hot water "on 
call" 24 hours a day,with 
a modem wall mounted 
heater, which only heats 
water as the tap is turned 
on thus saving consider¬ 
able energy. Be more at¬ 
tentive to fuming off 
lights and appliances (es¬ 
pecially the TV) when 
they are not in use and 
replace ordinary incan¬ 
descent bulbs with the 
long life fluorescent type. 

In the kitchen, use 
your microwave cooker 
more and the range less. 

Microwaving is faster and 
uses much less electricity. 

When using the oven, try 
to bake more than one 
item at a time. Don't turn 
the dishwasher on unless 
you have a full load. Ac¬ 
tually, except when you 
are pressed for time, do¬ 
ing your dishes by hand 
isn't really a big chore. 

When it is laundry time, 
try to do only full loads 
and setting your heat con¬ 
trol at warm instead of 


When we think of en¬ 
vironmental conserva¬ 
tion, too often do we dwell 
on the "big picture." Glo¬ 
bal warming, and water 
pollution, loss of forests 
and wetlands, declining 
water tables and unsus¬ 
tainable farming practices 
come to mind. This leaves 
you and I somewhat 
stunned and unsure that 
as individuals there is re¬ 
ally much we can do. For¬ 
tunately there is a great 
deal each of us can ac¬ 
complish and the aggre¬ 
gate effect of thousands of 
such actions will provide 
a noticeable positive re¬ 
sult. Our goal is to save 
energy, lower water use 
and decrease pollution - 
especially garbage. Let's 
see what a typical family 
can do. First of all, keep 
your house in good repair, 
caulk joints around doors 
and windows and replace 
worn weather stripping. 
Don't leave windows open 
needlessly in heating sea¬ 
son. Be sure furnace and 
air conditioning units are 
serviced regularly and 
change furnace filters of¬ 
ten especially if you have 


Now to the bathroom 
where each of us can re¬ 
ally make a difference. 
The average toilet uses 
between 13 and 16 litres 
every flush. By adjusting 
the water shut-off mecha¬ 
nism in the tank or sim¬ 
ply bending the float rod 
downwards, it is possible 
to decrease the water 
used by 20-30%. If you 
are replacing the toilet 
unit or building a new 
house - go to the new 
style unit that only uses 
3 litres per flush.

In order to help Didsburian's 
with their recycables, The 
Mountain View Waste Commis¬ 
sion launched the use of a mo¬ 
bile recycling centre in 
Didsbury. 

The trailer, which will accept 
all recyclables the present recy¬ 
cling centre takes with the ex¬ 
ception of glass, will locate to 
three different venues in Town 
every third day. 

The effort, which was part of 
the long term plan of the Waste 
Commission, is expected to 
make it easier for people to drop 
off their recyclables. 

The three different locations 
for Didsbury were not an¬ 
nounced yet at press time but 
the trailer will visit the south¬ 
west part of town, near College 
Green Seniors' Housing and in 
the Southridge area. 

The trailer will be visiting the 
same locations on a consistent 
day each week. 

Recycling efforts have been 
down since the Lion's closed 
their facility. 

Last month Didsburians re¬ 
cycled nine tons of material. 

A similar trailer has also 
been set up by the commission 
in Sundre. 


brought the issue to Planning 
and Development Officer Robert 
Wigg's attention and Council 
acted by making more room for 
the emergency vehicles. 

Council approved a motion 
that makes the Park Place cul- 
de-sac a no-parking zone from 
Lot 5 to Lot 13, makes the 
southside of Park Place adja¬ 
cent to Southridge Park no 
parking, makes 15A Street no 
parking from Lot 11 to Lot 16, 
makes 23 Ave (Deer Ridge) no 
parking from Lot 30 to Lot 45 
and makes angle parking on the 
west side of 20th street from 
Esso to the north side of the 
gate at 1602 20th street.

Instead Wigg and MVSH 
CAO Doreen Wilson came up 
with the alternative of the 
smaller lot. 

A second lot was also cre¬ 
ated and it is expected that the 
lodge will have first right of 
refusal if that plot is ever sold 
by the Town. 

Council decided to wait be¬ 
fore making a decision on the 
second lot however, because 
their were some issues about 
its use in the meantime. 

Conditions were placed on 
the lot sold for a loonie. The 
lot is sold as an unserviced lot 
so MVSH must provide ac¬ 


cess at no cost to the Town, 
the land is to be used for the 
construction of a Seniors 
lodge only and the land may 
not be sold to a third party 
any time. 

The land is also not to be 
fenced unless for client safety 
and the Town is able to add 
more conditions if deemed nec¬ 
essary. 

MVSH CAO Doreen Wilson 
was happy with the news that 
the land was finally approved 
to the new lodge. 

“We’re happy that we were 
able to work with the Town 
and we are happy that they 
gave us the land. Now we 
want to move forward with 
the actual lodge.”

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Companionship 
idea leads priest to 
the West Indies 


Rev. Bob Bettson discovers Anglican 
groups facing similar challenges.

“We face many of 
the same 
challenges: a 
shortage of clergy 
vocations, attract¬ 
ing young people 
to traditional wor¬ 
ship services,and 
maintaining aging 
church buildings.” 


Anglicans in Didsbury and 
throughout southern Alberta 
in the Diocese of Calgary have 
begun a companionship with 
the Anglican Diocese of the 
Windward Islands in the West 
Indies. And to begin that 
companionship, I travelled as 
part of a three person delega¬ 
tion last month to the islands 
of St. Vincent, St. Lucia, and 
Grenada. 

I was the clergy representa¬ 
tive chosen by the Diocese to 
be part of the delegation. The 
other two members were lay 
people from Calgary. We were 
accompanied by the Rev. Philip 
Wadham, a staff member of the 
national Anglican church who 
is responsible for church 
mission and partnerships in 
Latin America and the Carib¬ 
bean area. 

One of my first tasks on the 
trip was preaching at St. 
George’s Cathedral in 
Kingstown, St. Vincent. The 
service was held at 7am on 
Sunday morning. I found out 
the week before hand it would 
be broadcast on radio through¬ 
out the island. I learned when 
I got there, I would be speak¬ 
ing from a huge ornate pulpit 
which rises seven feet above 
the congregation. Add that to 
my six foot plus height—and I 
was certainly preaching from on 
high! 

I talked about the idea of 
companionship; Anglicans from 
different parts of the world 
learning about each other. The 
congregation that day was per¬ 
haps 300. And after the service 
I was rushed off to another 
small church on the outskirts 
of Kingstown for a second 
service at 9am. 

We discovered when we 
toured the island and met with 
clergy and lay people from the 
Anglican churches there that 
we face many of the same chal¬ 
lenges; a shortage of clergy vo¬ 
cations, attracting young 
people to traditional worship 
services, and maintaining ag¬ 
ing church buildings. 

I also travelled to the island 
of Grenada when we split up to 
see the rest of the Windward 
Islands which include three is¬ 
land nations with a total popu¬ 
lation of about 300,000. While 
tourism is important, the is¬ 
lands also depend on agricul¬ 
ture and have been suffering 


economic difficulties because of 
low commodity prices, particu¬ 
larly for bananas. Grenada has 
done better because of its 
spices. It is the second largest 
nutmeg supplier in the world— 
after Indonesia. 

Our visit is part of what we 
hope will be a five year 
relationship which will see 
groups of Anglicans travelling 
back and forth between south¬ 
ern Alberta and the West Indies, 
as well as communicating 
through e-mail, videos, and any 
other means we can 
think of. We will pray for each 
other, and learn more about 
each other. 

Our host was the Bishop of 
the Windward Islands, the Rt. 
Rev. Sehon Goodridge, who will 
travel to southern Alberta this 
coming November to attend 
our Diocesan synod in Calgary 
and travel in the diocese. Our 
trip was funded from the dioc¬ 
esan and national church 
budgets. I am thankful to pa¬ 
rishioners at St. Cyprian’s, 
Didsbury for their support in 
giving me this opportunity to 
represent them and other An¬ 
glicans in southern Alberta.

QUESTION: What answer do you have for those who 
say being a mother and a housewife is boring and mo¬ 
notonous? 

DR. DOBSON: Some women see the responsibility 
that way, but we should recognize that most other occu¬ 
pations are boring, too. 

How exciting is the work of a waiter who serves food 
to customers every day, or a medical pathologist who 
examines microscopic slides and bacterial cultures from 
morning to night, or a dentist who spends his lifetime 
drilling and filling, or an attorney who reads dusty books 
in a secluded library or an author who writes page after 
page after page? 

Few of us enjoy heart-thumping excitement each mo¬ 
ment of our professional lives. Even high-profile jobs have 
their boring dimensions. On a trip to Washington, D.C., 
a few years ago, my hotel room was located next to the 
room of a famous cellist who was in the city to give a 
concert that evening. 

I could hear him through the walls as he practiced 
hour after hour. He did not play beautiful symphonic 
renditions; he repeated scales and runs and exercises, 
over and over and over. 

This practice began early in the morning (believe me!) 
and continued until the time of his concert. As he strolled 
on stage that evening, I’m sure many individuals in the 
audience thought to themselves, “What a glamorous life!” 
Some glamour! I happen to know that he had spent the 
entire day in his lonely hotel room in the company of his 
cello. Musical instruments, as you know, are terrible con¬ 
versationalists. 

No, I doubt if the job of a homemaker and mother is 
much more boring than most other jobs, particularly if 
the woman refuses to be isolated from adult contact. But 
as far as importance of the assignment is concerned, no 
job can compete with the responsibility of shaping and 
molding a new human being. 

That statement is not particularly politically correct 
in this cultural environment, but I believe it to be true. 
May I remind full-time mothers of one more important 
consideration: You will not always carry the responsi¬ 
bility you now hold. 

Your children will be with you for a few brief years 
and the obligations you now shoulder will be nothing 
more than dim memories. 

Enjoy every moment of these days, even the difficult 
times, and indulge yourself in the satisfaction of having 
done an essential job right! 

QUESTION: My older child is a great student and 
earns straight A’s year after year. Her younger sister, 
now in the sixth grade, is completely bored in school and 
won’t even try. The frustrating thing is that the younger 
girl is probably brighter than her older sister. Why would 
she refuse to apply her ability like this? 

DR. DOBSON: There could be many reasons for her 
lack of academic interest, but let me suggest the most 
probable explanation. Children will often refuse to com¬ 
pete when they think they are likely to place second in¬ 
stead of first. 

Therefore, a younger child may avoid challenging an 
older sibling in his area of greatest strength. If son No. 
1 is a great athlete, then son No. 2 may be more inter¬ 
ested in collecting butterflies. If daughter No. 1 is an 
accomplished pianist, then daughter No. 2 may be a boy- 
crazy goof-off. 

This rule does not always hold true, of course, de¬ 
pending on the child’s fear of failure and the way he es¬ 
timates his chances of successful competition. If his con¬ 
fidence is high, he may blatantly wade into the territory 
owned by big brother, determined to do even better. How¬ 
ever, the more typical response is to seek new areas of 
compensation that are not yet dominated by a family su¬ 
perstar. 

If this explanation fits the behavior of your younger 
daughter, then it would be wise to accept something less 
than perfection from her school performance. Every child 
need not fit the same mold — nor can we force her to do 
so.

Elwin Garland is returning 
to his roots since starting his 
new job as Pastor of the 
Bergthal Mennonite Church a 
couple months ago. 

“I was born in Manitoba and 
have lived out in Ontario with 
my wife and family for many, 
many years so I guess you could 
say I’m returning to my roots 
by way of Ontario,” Pastor 
Garland jokes.

Local man drives team to victory in 
World Champion Six Horse Hitch 


There is no doubt that the 
enticing spectacle and the pres¬ 
tige of the World Champion Six 
Horse Hitch is a catalyst for the 
Heavy Horse industry here in 
Alberta and across North 
America. 

The Agrium Heavy Horse 
Hitch show held at the 
Pengrowth Saddledome over 
the past four days can attest to 
that. 

With a strong North Ameri¬ 
can contingent representing 
close to 300 horses and exhibi¬ 
tor numbers hovering near the 
100 mark, heavy horse commit¬ 
tee chairman and exhibitor 
Patrick Fisher of Strathmore, 
AB was pleased. 


“We had a tremendous show. 
We had great representation 
from Canada and the U.S. The 
show went well and we had a 
great presentation for the au¬ 
dience.” 

The show concluded Sunday 
Afternoon with the World 
Champion Six Horse Hitch and 
heavy horse enthusiasts were 
treated to 13 very competitive 
hitches. 

Amid a standing ovation 
from the Saddledome stands, 
the judges favoured the Straw¬ 
berry Lane Percherons’ fire- 
engine-red wagon and team of 
six black Percherons and de¬ 
clared them the World Cham¬ 
pion Six Horse Hitch. 


Owned by Greg and Debra 
Lurvey of Oconomowoc, WI. 
Greg was on hand to savour the 
victory. . “Oh, I’m on cloud 
nine!” he exclaimed as he 
looked after his charges at the 
end of the show. 

The Lurvey outfit certainly 
had a good show winning sev¬ 
eral classes including the Su¬ 
preme horse of the show with 
their left hand swing horse 
from the six-horse hitch. (That 
means the horse is in the mid¬ 
dle pair on the left side) 

Driver Brian Coleman of 
Didsbury, AB soaked it all in. 
“I wasn’t nervous until the 
standing ovation.”

Veteran rodeo announcer, 
Bob Tallman, called this year's 
edition of the Calgary Stam¬ 
pede... as the best I've ever seen. 

And he had reason for his 
enthusiasm for the, "Greatest 
Show On Earth," as Sunday's 
$50,000 showdown pitted an 
excellent mix of wily veterans 
and a crop of new kids on the 
block matched against the 
world's best stock. 

"The younger cowboys on 
the circuit today have a differ¬ 
ent attitude and they are push¬ 
ing the veterans to do better 
and the older cowboys have met 
the challenge at the Stampede 
this year," Tallman noted. 

A former World saddle bronc 
and 1959 Calgary Stampede 
champion, Tallman has been 
involved with the Stampede as 
a competitor or announcer for 
over forty years. 

"In all my years of being in¬ 
volved with the Calgary Stam¬ 
pede, I believe the cowboys and 
stock assembled for this year's 
showdown are better and they 
are the future of the sport," 
Tallman added. 

The line-up for the $50,000 
run-off was a list of who's who 
in professional rodeo with 
reigning World and Canadian 
champions pitted against cow¬ 
boys vying for their first sniff 
at the $50,000 pay-out. 

Among them were current 
Canadian Professional Rodeo 
Association calf roping leader 
Guy Smith, of Wimborne, de¬ 
fending Canadian bareback 
champion, Bill Boyd, of Olds, 
calf roper Dale Skocdopole, of 
Big Valley, and 2000 Canadian 
saddle bronc Champion Glen 
O’Neill, of Didsbury. 

Of the local cowboys vying 
for the $50,000 cheque only 
O'Neill has had the opportunity 
of cashing one. 

As defending Canadian 
champion, Boyd realized his 
third opportunity of trying for 
the big dollars at the Stampede 
while, Smith and Skocdopole 
were roping in their first Stam¬ 
pede showdown. 

With a time of 7.8 seconds 
in Sunday’s long go-around. 
Smith advanced to the final 
four in the calf roping competi¬ 
tion against World and defend¬ 
ing Stampede champion, Fred 
Whitfield, former Canadian 
champ, Marty Becker, of 
Cardston and Oklahoma cow¬ 
boy Mike Johnston. The first 
roper out in the final go- 
around, Smith broke the bar¬ 
rier and had to settle for a time 
of 17.7 seconds. 

Becker and Johnson flanked 


their calves in 7.8 seconds 
which left the world champion 
Whitfield in a pressure situa¬ 
tion as last man out. 

After looping his calf quickly, 
Whitfield had a bobble in his tie 
losing a second settling for a 
time of 7.9 seconds, which left 
a rope-off between Becker and 
Johnson for the Stampede title. 
When the dust settled in the 
infield, Becker, with a lightning 
quick time of 7.3 seconds, 
strolled to center stage to col¬ 
lect his third Stampede cham¬ 
pionship. 

The deciding factor for 
O'Neill to become one of the 
four saddle bronc finalists 
came down to a tenth of a sec¬ 
ond. In the short-go O'Neill, 
who won more than $7,000 at 
this year's Stampede for a sec¬ 
ond place finish in the aggre¬ 
gate marked an 82. With the 
pressure mounting, five time 
World champion, Dan 
Mortenson, marked an 82.5 to 
become the fourth short-go 
qualifier along with Rod Hay, 
of Wildwood, Dustin Flundra, 
of Pincher Creek and Dustin 
Thompson, of Brooks. 

There was nothing shady 
about Hay's ride in the final as 
he spurred out an 87.5 aboard 
Shady Cat to capture his third 
Stampede championship. 
Mortenson, a six-time World 
champion, marked an 84.5 
while, Thompson and Flundra 
were bucked off. 

In the bareback competition, 
Boyd, due to an injury, turned 
out his ride to disqualify him¬ 
self from the $50,000 run. Or¬ 
egon cowboy, Cody Jesse, 
marked an 82.5 aboard the 
Stan Weatherly horse Pack Rat 
to win the big cheque at the 
Stampede. 

The only other qualified ride, 
an 81, was made by Scott 
Mantaque, of South Dakota. 

Although bull rider Merle 
Freeman won $5,530 in the 
Stampede aggregate, he was 
unable to make it to the final 
four as he was bucked off in the 
long-go program. 

With only three riders quali¬ 
fying for the bull riding finals, 
it was anybody’s game between, 
Justin Volz, of Charlie Lake, 
B.C., Beau Hill, of West Glacier, 
Montana and Texan Corey 
Navarre. Hill drew Lights Out 
and marked 91 points, but Volz 
conquered The Rock for 91.5 
points to capture the Stampede 
pay-out. Volz's ride was the first 
time a cowboy rode The Rock 
to the pay window this year. 

Veteran Lee Graves, of 
Calgary, was the best bull 
dogger and collected his fourth 
Stampede cheque.
